The quaint Knill ceremony was duly 
observed on the feast of St. James, at 
St. Ives, Cornwall. The trust had been 
accepted by the mayor, vicar and collec- 
tor of customs, who carried out the stip- 
ulations as much to the letter as did 
their predecessors 110 years ago.

the Senate’s prerogative as a part of the 
treaty-making machinery of the government. It is held by the 
majority report, as presented by Senator Lodge, that the country 
might, through th€ operation of this clause, be forced into arbitration 
even of the Monroe doctrine and to accept obnoxious terms with 
relation to certain alien immigration. There are questions, it 1s 
contended, that cannot be safely forced into arbitration, questions 
concerning which, so far as this country is concerned, there is 
and can be no dispute. To admit that these might be readjusted 
to new conditions would be to raise hopes in some quarters that 
could never be realized. The United States, in promising more 
than could be fulfilled, would simply lead the way to a deplorable 
situation, and bitterness and war might be bred where it is the 
purpose to promote friendship and peace. 

The President is far from entering into the Senate's attitude. 
He believes that it is basing its opposition upon a premise that 
has no real foundation, and he is strongly disposed to submit the 
entire matter to the public opinion of the nation. It is evidently 
his hope that this opinion shall manifest itself in a favorable and 
unmistakable way before the assembling of Congress in regular 
session next December. In the meantime a minority report from 
the foreign affairs committee will be presented, and the question 
will be thoroughly discussed. 

There is hardly a question as to the verdict of the public 
with regard to the desirability and timeliness of the arbitration 
treaties. Even while the adverse report was being heard in the 
Senate, the German ambassador was in conference with the sec- 
retary of state with the view to the participation of the German 
empire in the American arbitration proposals. The sentiment not 
only of this republic but of the world at large has changed radically 
within the last few years with regard to arbitration by the sword. 
\Vhatever obstacles lie in the way of the administration's peace pro- 
eram must be removed. It is right and proper that the interests 
of this and every ather nation shall be securely safeguarded in the 
carrying out of the details; but the American people will have little 
patience with merely technical or captious objections to the con- 
summation of one of the most promising projects ever devised and 
put forward for the elimination of war. 
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THE reciprocity campaign in Canada is now under full headway 
and it is only right that it should take its course without any 
meddling on this side of the line.

It 1s not always convenient, sometimes it 
is impossible, for the producer and the con- 
sumer to meet. As a consequence, the 
middleman has come into existence. The 
producer sells to him; he sells to the con- 
sumer. For years both the producer and 
the consumer were free agents in all trans- 
actions with the middleman; he was forced 
to pay a reasonable price to the one, to ask 
a reasonable price of the other. In the 
capacity of commission man, he made a reasonable profit, and he 
was content with i#. Under the economic conditions of recent years, 
however, he is not satisfied with being a convenient intermediary ; 
he prefers to be a monopolist, and to this end he has scaled down 
the prices of the producer on the one hand and advanced prices to 
the consumer on the other. 

They have been inquiring into his methods in Indianapolis. 
One person, for instance, g fruit-grower, writes to the mayor, saying, 
among Other things: “For berries, as fine or better than those that 
were retailing at the better groceries for 15 to 20 cents a box, I 
received $1.29 to $1.51 per twenty-four box crate.” It is pointed 
out that, while in this instanee the producer gets 5 and 6 cents a 
box, he must pay for the picking, boxing afd crating. The middle- 
man has nothing to do but transfer the boxes to the consumer, and 
for this he receives three or four times the price allowed the pro- 
ducer. The producer does not get his share; the consumer pays 
far more than his share; the middleman, seemingly, gets everything 
there is in the shape of profit out of the transaction. 

It has been discovered in Indianapolis, also, that the retailer, 
who is himself a middleman but compelled to act in a capacity 
subordinate to the real middleman—who, in relation to‘ country 
produce, is-usually the commission man—does not dare deal directly 
with the producer. He finds it to be good policy, that is, to pay 
the middleman for doing that which he might as well do himself,

because there are times when the middleman could cripple his busi- 
ess by the exercise of monopolistic powers. As one of the news- 
papers puts it, ‘‘a set of middlemen have forced themselves between 
the producer and the consumer, and they demand that the city of 
Indianapolis pay them a tremendous toll on all the foodstuffs enter- 
ing the city. Both the grower and the consumer are victimized.”’ 

If this language is harsh, it is apparent that the Indianapolis 
middlemen have, by their abuse of a privilege, invited it. What 
is true of “Indianapolis in this respect is true of hundreds of other 
communities large and small. It was because of similar conditions 
that Des Moines recently established a city market. Agitation of 
the subject seems certain to lead to corrective laws, ordinances and 
expedients. 

In a sense all merchants are middlemen. ‘To abolish the middle- 
man today. would be revolutionary, if not folly. On the other 
hand, using general terms, those who have merchandising and trans- 
portation in control—the great distributing class—must, for their 
self-protection, if no other reason, come to a realization of the fact 
that what is wanted of them is service not mastery. The public 
i$ not easily incensed or aroused, but imposition, as some monopolies 
have learned already, can go too far, and then the public is likely 
to seek drastic measures for correction of abuses.

THERE are few more ‘significant trends in 
the Occident than the modification now under 
way of systems of punishment and _ the 
changes in theories of penology. The -pun- 
itive idea wanes. The reformative and 
educational principle waxes. Here and there 
throughout the world men who combine 
official power with personal faith in the new 
ideal of redemption -by labor and love are 
demonstrating the possibility of society trans- 
forming the law-breaker into the dutiful citizen, the creature of 
passion into the sober family man, the tradeless derelict into the 
productive artisan. | 

The leaven of reformation by trust and by education for expe- 
rience after discharge from prison is at work in the United States 
navy. Secretary Meyer and Assistant Secretary Winthrop are 
determined to put an end to hard and fast methods of dealing with 
offenders against naval discipline. They insist that the sort of men 
the navy must have, now to man its ships will not submit to drastic 
discipline such as was tolerated at an,earlier period. They do not 
believe that the desertion of a raw recruit ‘deserves anything like 
the severe punishment hitherto awarded. They refuse to huddle 
first offenders with seasoned criminals and to stand for a system 
of discipline which breaks down the self-respect of youth, whose 
light offenses never should be allowed to make them seem to be 
criminals. . 

To further this. proposed reform of method, a detention camp 
has been opened at Port Royal, 5. C., where a system of probation 
for enlisted men is to be tried, under the administration of Captain 
Hatch of the marine corps, whose handling of the Boston naval 
prison has been in conformity with the new penology. Offending 
seamen afe to be disciplined, but also trusted. They will be given 
a chance to show their real characters. The chance of returning 
to the service of the nation, without any “taint” on their records, will 
be open to them. Those who seize the opportunity will in due time 
ship again and prove, it is believed, all; the more serviceable for 
their period of discipline. Those who pefsist in a lawless and rebel- 
lious attitude will, me joer be suitably a w'th and finally expelled 
from the navy.

An ideal candidate to lead has seldom 
been put forward. If now it be true that George H. Earle, Jr., is 
ready to summon the reform forces to a fight with “the gang,” the 
country will not be as skeptical of victory as it has come to be 
in the past.
